Some time ago our Singapore ¢orrespond- 
ent telegraphed to the effect that certain 
shipping firms were considering the possi- 
bility of effecting foreshore rights in 
Singapore, the object’ being to evade the 
charges, if any, which might be imposed 
under the scheme for harbour improve- 
ments sanctioned by the Government’ of 
the Straits Settlements. “Although ‘that 
rumour’ has not been confirmed, it appears 
in the | Penang journals. Reference is 
made to the subject by the junior paper 
‘in the Straits in the following, terms:— 
“Kt has -been persistently rumoured both 
here and in- Singapore that a number of 
foreign firms in the Southern’ Settlement, 
have resolved, in view of the expropriation 
of “Tanjong Pagat, to combine to: build 
wharves and jetty-sheds which shall not be. 
under direct Government contigl. How 
much truth there: may be in this rumour we 
do not know, butit is distinctly against the 
policy of the Colonial Office to allow fore- | 
igners to acquire foreshore right in British 
colonies, and this policy, which has been 
strictly enforced in Hongkong, and Ceylon, 
should certainly be adhered to in the Straits, 
if ‘Singapore is ‘to really become a great 
naval base and ‘the Gibraltar of the East 
On the other hand, it is well known that 
several prominent foreign firms in the 
Straits have ‘recently been registered as 
‘British’ companies and,’ in consequence 
of this, a curious ‘situation might arise, 
should the rumour alluded to prove 
correct. ‘The matter is one of more than 
purely academic interest, and merits the 
‘careful attention of. the authorities.” ‘the 
Singapore Ive Press deciares that’ such 
a scheme is impossible in Singapore, be- 
cause the Government will grant no portion 
of the foreshore of the Colony to any fore- 
igner, or even it is believed to any British 
subject. It will be observed that both the 
‘journals in question fall into error when 
they assert that it is against the policy of 
the Colonial ‘Office to allow foreigners to. 
acquire foreshore rights.in British Colonies, 
a policy which it is further alleged has 
been in operation’ in Hongkong and 
Ceylon.

If in the opinion of.the inspector the 
body locks suspicious, it is taken away to the 
mortuary to be examined. This is one of the 
objectionable features.of the procedure’ which 
the Chinese regard as posthitmous punishment. 

During the plague season stricter’ vigil- 


ance is exercised, Where qualified medical | 


assistance is not employed, against which 
the prejudice has not yet “been entirely 
overe ime, almost every ‘dead Body is caried 
away and even ‘in, some cases the patient 
in ai moribund state, not actually suffer. 
ing fram plague but with suspicious symp- 
toms, is not allowed to die in peace in his 
own house, Under such circumstances, Nard- 
ship and suffering are unavoidably inflicted on 
the. patient and his family, and fright and 
anxiety caused to his fellow-lodgers and neigh- 
bours. . [fon examination by the Government 
Bacteriologist.a patient or corpse is found to 
be plague-stricken, a constable is detailed to 
mount guard at his house to prevent removal 
of any article, and the holding of communica:

San Francisee, 2qth April. 

The moit terrific earthquake of moderg times 
visited San Francisco at 5.30 a.m. on Wednes- 
day, 18th April, wrecking thousands of .build- 
ings and totally destroying the water mains, 

Firs immediately broke‘out in twenty places 
south ‘of Market Street and along Sansome 

Battery, and Front Streets, By 10 am: the 
San Francisco Call building, the Emporium, 

Rialto, Crossley, and Palace Hotels were com: 
‘pletely guuted, The residence district south of 

Market Street from Second Street to Fourteenth 
Street by this time wasa mass of fiames. At 

noon the city was put under martial law and 
inhabitants started for Golden Gate Park, Up 
to. 9 p,m. on Wednesday the fire in the whole- 
sile district was checked at Kearney Street. At 
midnight the fire started at-O' Farrell and Jones 

Streets, sweeping towards Telegraph Hill, des- 
troying St. Francis Hotel. The firemen, police, ' 
regulars And militia fought bravely until Thurs-. 
day night before getting the conflagration'under 
complete control. A final stand was made. at 
Van, Ness Avenue, where the Mayor ordered 
complete blocks to be dynamited along the 
east side’ Fully two-thirds of: the city was 
destroyed and two hundred thousand rendered 
homeless. The losa of Ife by earthquake is 
hard to, estimate, but it is, probably” five 
thousand, There was no wholesale ‘loss of 
Ife by fire until Thursday night, when several 
hundred people were caught between Russian 
and Telegraph Hills, Twenty-five were burned 
before they could be removed by the tugs. 
Relief trains were started on Thursday from 
Los Angeles and’ other Californian cities. 
Congress appropriated $1,000,000 for. a relief 
fund on Thursday aad an additional million on 
Saturday. The President ordered the -entire 
Pacific squadron to San Francisco, to, assist in 
the work of relieving those who were suffering 
from lack of food, ‘There are a few cases Of 
small-pox and typhoid fever. The’ city has 
been strictly quarantined up"lo the present 
time: The president of the Bankers' Associa- 
tion claims. that all vaalis aré sife.
